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South Continues 
To Set the Pace 


~ Although the drought damage was 
‘extensive in certain areas, it is hearten- 
ing news that the South’s production of 
farm crops in 1952 has exceeded all ex- 
pectations. In fact, production of certain 
crops has created surpluses and price 
reductions have resulted. All in all, the 
South has helped account for a national 
farm output second only to that of 1948. 

All-time records were set for pro- 
duction of rice, with 48,600,000 bags, 
and of oranges, with 126,300,000 boxes. 
Soybeans and sugar-cane crops were 
second largest in history. Production of 
cotton, cottonseed and tobacco were 
larger than average. Potato yields per 
acre were near record with total produc- 
tion considerably above last year. 

Peanut production was down consid- 
erably, due, of course, to the drought 
conditions that hit during a crucial 
growing period for this crop. The live- 
stock industry suffered considerably 
through damage to hay crops and pas- 
tures. Some of the loss in pastures is 
just now being felt in the lack of winter 
grazing that could not be seeded during 
the prolonged siege of dryness. 

At any rate, despite the drought, the 
South’s farm income is holding its own 
as 1952 comes to an end. However, the 
down trend in agricultural prices in gen- 
eral is expected to continue into 1953. 

- * - 

While considering the agricultural 
economy, it is interesting to look also at 
what is happening in other fields of 
Southern endeavor. 

In education, for instance, Georgia 

leads the nation in the number of new 
school facilities to be built in the coming 
months. Thirty-six elementary-secon- 
dary projects and eight at the college 
level will be extended to many more 
during the coming months in expansion 
plans. This, coupled with a rise in 
Southern college enrollment, means 
more technicians and professional peo- 
ple for the region’s mushrooming in- 
dustrial empire. 
And no matter what obstacles are 
thrown in the way, it is difficult to see 
how the rapid industrialization of the 
South can be stopped. 

During the past year scores of major 
manufacturing plants were located in 
the South, opening the way for addi- 
tional scores of allied suppliers. Here in 
Georgia, the biggest recent development 
was the go-ahead to General Electric 
for a $25,000,000 transformer plant at 
Rome to supply the growing demand for 
electric power throughout the region. 


In the fuel industry, opening of new 
coal mines and expansion of present 
facilities has been authorized. Twelve 
such projects in Alabama are costing 
$20,580,000: 20 in Kentucky are ac- 
counting for $6.880.000 in expenditures; 
five projects in Virginia represent a 
$2.500.000 investment, while in West 
Virginia 55 projects costing $27,530,000 


are under way. 
* . . 


In all other fields of industrial de- 
velopment, the South’s growth shows no 
signs of abating. Led by chemicals and 
the svnthetic fibers that go hand in 
hand therewith, millions of dollars are 
going into new plants and plant addi- 
‘tions. Georgia is getting its share of 
these new enterprises and will continue 
‘to-do so. 

Since the beginning of the Korean 
War, certificates of necessity totaling 
more than $4.200.000,000 have been 
granted to Southern industry for new 
construction. This compares with a na- 
tional total of $14,.200.000.000, proving 
that the South, indeed, is the fastest 
developing section of the nation.

Far From Being Won 


If statistics mean anything—and 
properly interpreted they do—the high- 
wavs of rural Georgia are safer than 
they were last vear. In the cities the 
chances of violent death by automo- 
bile have increased. 

Georgia State Patrol records, as 
quoted today by Keeler McCartney, 
show that since the patrol and The Con- 
stitution initiated a safety campaign in 
April there has been a 7 per cent reduc- 
tion in rural traffic deaths. Over the 
nation at large traffic fatalities have 
risen by 2 per cent over 1951. 

But in Georgia cities there has been 
a frightening increase of 22 per cent 
over last year in the number killed on 
the streets. 

The State Patrol attributes the fa- 
worable rural trend to an increase in the 
number of arrests, to greater activitv on 
the part of the courts, to co-operation 
from the Highway department in the 
élimination of many death traps. 

' The report from the country is the 
ove bright spot of hope and promise in 
an over-all picture that still is dismal. 


~ 


Even in the country the trend for the 
better is slight. 

There is no occasion to take time out 
for back patting. The campaign for 
highway safety has only begun. The 
daily headlines are a constant and a 
grim reminder. We are beginning to 
wake up to the causes of the ghastly 
toll. There lies ahead the tremendous 
job of applying the remedies. 

The G@éorgia General Assembly will 
have the chance to enact a traffic legis- 
lative program recommended by those 
who have studied the problem closely. 
Surely, the legislators will respond to 
the crisis by accepting that program. 

After that, the responsibility will be 
on those who must administer and en- 
force the traffic code and, finally, on 
the people themselves. For no traffic 
reform can be effective until the man 
behind the wheel is ready to conform 
in the interest of protecting the lives 
of his neighbors, not to mention his 
verv own.

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Ike Soft Pedals 
On Civil Rights 


WASHINGTON—You could, as we say, 
have knocked old-timers over with a feather 
when President-elect Eisenhower met the 
civil-rights problem head-on—with his an- 
nouncement that he would appoint another 
commission to study it. Instead of the fresh 
approach promised for the new adminis- 
tration, this is the old, familiar strategy of 
postponing action by turning problems over 
to a commission for presumably long study, 

an eventual report, and 
very frequently no action. 
President-elect Eisenhow- 
er’s dilemma is_ under- 
standable. He evidently 
does not want his admin- 
istration to become in- 
volved in its early months 
in an imbroglio over an 
issue that can do nothing 
but arouse feelings and 
provoke angry debate. 
There are also certain 
practical political considerations. He would 
incur the risk of jeopardizing, at the out- 
set of his administration, the support of 
Southerners who voted in such multitudes for 
him and upon some of whose representatives 
in Congress he must rely, in the pinches, 
for help in carrying out his legislative 
program. 

An early clash with Congress over. civil 
rights could be avoided by announcing in 
his opening message to Congress that he is 
appointing a commission for study, rather 
than proposing solutions of his own as Presi- 
dent Truman did ‘to his continual discom- 
fiture and the eventual alienation of the 
South. 

President-elect Eisenhower does not go 
all the way with the Truman program, as 
he made clear in his campaign. On the chief 
bone of contention, a Federal Employment 
Practices Commission, he is for state rather 
than federal action. He might fare better 
in the long run if frankly, on his own, he 
espoused a compromise program of a sort 
that would have some chance of enactment 
by Congress. 

Such compromises have been offered in 
Congress, the one most widely gdiscussed 
being proposed by a Southern Democrat, 
Representative Brooks Hays of Arkansas. 
That calls for a constitutional amendment 
to abolish poll taxes in the remaining seven 
Southern states where they still exist; for 
an anti-lynching law that would permit fed- 
eral agencies to intervene and act when state 
and local law-enforcement agencies proved 
ineffectual; and, in lieu of FEPC, an advisory 
commission in the Labor department, with- 
out punitive powers, to seek removal of 
discriminations in employment through vol- 
untary and persuasive means in co-opera- 
tion with state andglocal agencies. 

If the new President threw ‘the immense 
prestige he enjoys behind a compromise 
program, a start at least might be made 
toward a solution of an issue that has been 
used hypocritically so often by members of 
both parties for political purposes, a politi- 
cal football kicked around in campaigns and 
diverted to the ‘“‘hidden ball’’ play in Con- 
gress. Such tactics have become nauseous 
to sincere and well-meaning people, includ- 
ing many in Congress, who want a worke 
able solution.

Mostly People . 
Seeing Things 


WASHINGTON—The latest word on what 
has been described as the world’s most ex- 
citing modern mystery—flying saucers—has 
just come from Maj. Gen..John A. Sam- 
ford, chief of Air Force Intelligence. He is 
in charge of the extensive investigation 
launched by the air branch into the various 
mysterious objects streaking 
across our heavens. The investigation has 
‘been in progress since the fall of 1947. In 
an exclusive’ interview 
carried in the turrent 
issue of ‘‘See’’ magazine, 
General Samford tells 
something of the findings. 

First, it may be said, 
the Air Force is yet to 
find any evidence that the 
Strange objects are any- 
thing other than natural 
phenomena. At the same 
time, however, General 
Samford makes no effort 
to deny the possibility that the saucers 
may be space ships from other planets. 


‘“‘As limited as man is in his knowledge 
of the universe,’”’ he said, “it would be 
foolhardy to deny the possibility that higher 
forms of life exist elsewhere. It would be

similarly unreasonable to deny that intelli-- 


gent beings from some other world were 
able to visit our planet, or at least to travel 
within our atmosphere. However, there is 
no evidence that this possibility has been 
translated into reality.” 

Careful evaluation of the reports by Air 
intelligence officers has shown that 
“80 per cent of them concerned natural, 
explainable occurrences.’’ But the remain- 
ing 20 per cent are yet to be fully explained. 

A Harvard professor has advanced the 
theory that flying saucers are caused by 
General Samford’s comment 
is that the theory is appealing, ‘‘but has 
not yet been proved.” 

General Samford revealed that the Air 
Force has adopted a new instrument for 
checking on the saucers. It has ordered 
200 special cameras equipped with a dif- 
fraction grating, which separates the image 
photographed into a color spectrum analy- 
sis, enabling observers to tell what material 
any object is composed of. This is the 
method used by astronomers in analyzing 
the substance of heavenlv bodies. 

“These cameras will be distributed 
throughout the country,’’ the Air intelligence 
officer said, ‘‘and spotters will attempt to 
photograph any ‘saucers’ within their range. 
Then we may be able to tell what they are 
made of.’’ 

Incidentally, General Stamford flatly de- 
nies a report that has upset many people; 
namely, that the Air Force has issued orders 
for its pilots to fire on any of the strange 
flying objects. No such order has ever 
been issued, he declared. Many people have

You can tell a lot about a person by how 
he spends his money. So I was interested in 
some figures compiled by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce as to how we spent our 
money in 1951. 

Out of our total national income of $254,-' 
000,000,000, we spent $60,000,000,000 for food; ° 
$29,000,000,000 for taxes of all kinds; 
$27,000,000,000 for household operations; 
$25,000,000,000 for clothing and accessories; 
$22,000,000,000 for transportation and we 
saved $17,000,000,000. ‘ 

Now we drop down to our’ smaller ex-* 
penditures. For recreation, $11,000,000,000;~ 
for liquor, $9,000,000,000; for tobacco, $5,000,-— 
000,000; personal expenditures for education 
and research; $3,000,000.000; for personal 
care, $2,500,000.000, of which $1,500,000,000 « 
were for cosmetics; for all religious and wel-. 
fare activities, $2,000,000,000. :

Eleven billion dollars for recreation and

sibility of supplying as much G.._G. as pos- 
sible for the fight against infantile paralysis. 
One pint of blood is required for an aver- 
age shot of the paralysis preventive. 

Those who have made a study of the prob- 
lem have recommended that ‘‘the maximum 
blood fractional capacity of this country be 
put to work immediately in an effort to meet 
the minimal epidemic needs for poliomyelitis 
by the summer of 1953."" Broken down into 
plain talk, that means the amount of G. G. 
the laboratories can make from the amount 
of blood the Red Cross will collect would be 
barely enough to handle a mild polio season, 

In ‘other words, even if we do our best, 
there still won't be enough G. G. to go 
around. There must be an allocation or 
distribution on the basts of need. The Red 
Cross will have nothing to do with that. 

The defense and health authorities will 
decide what communities are in direst need 
of G. G. reinforcements in the fight against 
polio. You send the heaviest equipment to 
the biggest fire. 

The Atlanta Red Cross has pledged to do 
its part in the new program. Fhat promise 
adds 1,000 pints a month to the Atlanta Blood 
Program quota, making it 5,700 pints. 

The antipolio phase of the blood program 
is an extra reason for becoming a blood 
donor. That an Atlantan should give blood 
does not guarantee, at this stage of the proj- 
ect, that G. G. would be immediately avails 
able for a single case of polio in this area, 
We would have to become an epidemic city 
first. No one craves that designation. 

But if that misfortune did coma to us, 
then the globulin guard against paralysis 
would become available to our children, 
thanks to blood donors in Kalamazoo, Mich.: 
Keokuk, Iowa, and hundreds of other cities, 

Blood for Korea, blood for our civilian 
hospitals are still enough cause in themselves. 
to warrant your becoming a volunteer donor, 
In 1953 you'll have the added satisfaction 
of knowing that you are contributing to a 
great humanitarian research project that 
may some day take the scourge from polio 
myelitis.

The other dav it Was 
A Short History of the United States by Allan Nevins and Henry 
Steele Commager and I was glad because I had just come back from 
Bethlehem Church in the little community of the same name and ] 
was in a history mood. 


Bethlehem is the little town, you know, which gets scant atten- 
tion from the outside world except at the Christmas season. But at 
the Christmas season its little post office rivals the Atlanta post 
office in business from folks all over the United States who want 
their Christmas cards and packages postmarked “Bethlehem.” 


And the day after Christmas it draws people who are attracted 
by the Christmas service at the Bethlehem Methodist Church. 

In many ways it is a strange service because there are none of 
the candies and decorative stuff with which we have become accus- 
tomed to decking our homes, filling stations and even churches. It 
is a new, Shiny little church but almost austere in its simplicity and, 
as they say in the mountains, I found something very ‘‘strengthy’’ 
about the church and its service. 

The reading of the Bible, the fervent ‘‘Amen’s” from the congre- 
gation and the singing of the rugged old hymns were plain and satis- 
fying fare that made you think of the plain, good people who built 
what they called ‘‘a common board” church on that hill in 1790 and 
named it for that other Bethlehem. You could see them coming hy 
wagon and buggy and walking up the dusty red clay hill in their 
sober Sunday best with their Bibles under their arms. 


You could see them drawing strength and courage from their 
faith. During the lunch-time recess I walked out through the old 
‘arbor’ to the little cemetery and examined the neat little graves 
with the old weather-darkened headstones. So many were graves of 
little children, enough to make your heart ache for the parents who 
had to lose them. Some were the graves of old people, who lived to 
be 90 or more in spite of trouble and hard times.

This is the matter of a change 
of the cabinet. Not since March 4, 
1933, has an entirely new cabinet 
been sworn into office following 
the inauguration of a new Presi- 
dent. How the entire new cabinet 
will be sworn in, if indeed the en- 
tire cabinet is sworn in, following 
the inauguration of President-elect 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, is the ques- 
tion.

When the 
parade had ended Roosevelt went 
immediately to the swearing-in 
ceremony.

this in a more adequate way.” 
Bridges expressed the hope that 
the budget could be balanced this 
year but said “TI am sure you can 
balance the budget next year.” 
As for any general tax cut. 
Bridges said that would have to 
wait for a balanced budget. 
‘‘Therefore,’’ he added, ‘‘I could 
Say you couldn’t expect a tax cut 
before 1954.’’

The Americans have traveled in 
style in private compartments on 
West Germany’s finest trains at 
fantastically low fares.

LONDON, Dec. 28—The British

of 10 American cotton experts who 
studied the industry last year. 

The report, published by the 
Anglo-American Council on Produc- 
tivity is the first by a U. S. team 
to visit British factories for a com- 
parative study of British and Amer- 
ican methods. Already 54 reports 
by British teams visiting United 
industries have been  pub- 
lished and there are more to come 
from both British.and U. S. pro- 
 aeetivity teams. 

CRITICAL OF APATHY 

The cotton report, 
while giving credit for some ef- 
forts made. here to improve pro- 
in what. still one of 
Britain’s most vital industries, is 
nevertheless highly critical of that 
part of management and_ labor 
which is hampering that effort 
through apathy, complacency and 
lack of vision. 

In addition to outdated equip- 
ment, reluctance by management 
to avail itself of new technical de-
